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‘*Every one versed in American history,’’ wrote Henry Cabot 
Lodge in 1882, ‘‘is aware of the fact that a certain amount of 
mystery has hung over Hamilton’s birth and parentage.’” 
Indeed, Alexander Hamilton himself told little of his family 
background, for, as an illegitimate child, he was hardly inclined 
to stress his own immediate origin. Moreover, the irregularity 
of his birth was often capitalized by his enemies, especially by 
John Adams. Hamilton’s mother, Rachel Faucett, daughter of 
a French Huguenot physician of Nevis, in the British West 
Indies, herself became entangled in a web of speculation and 
faney spun by the biographers of her famous son: Henry C. 
Lodge thought her a Lytton and not a Faucett,? and Gertrude 
Atherton idealized her in her popular novel The Conqueror. 
Even Alexander Hamilton’s own family appear to have had no 
accurate knowledge of her. 

In a work published more than fifty years after his father’s 
death, John Church Hamilton says that Rachel Faucett first 
married ‘‘a Dane, named Lavine,’ but ‘‘the marriage proving 
unhappy, she obtained a divorce, and subsequently married the 
father of Alexander.’’* If this were true, Hamilton was not a 
natural son but a legitimate child, the offspring of a second 
marriage. 

Nevertheless, the mystery surrounding Hamilton’s origin per- 
sisted. Thus, when in preparation for publication of The Con- 
queror, Gertrude Atherton consulted Alexander Hamilton’s

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grandson, the distinguished alienist and physician, Allan McLane 
Hamilton, the latter, she noted, was kind and interested; but, 
she adds, ‘‘when I approached the subject of Hamilton’s origin 
he became evasive.’"> Mrs. Atherton, however, did something no 
other searcher had done, namely, visited the boyhood scenes of 
her hero—Nevis, St. Kitts, and St. Croix—in an effort to find 
traces of him or of his family. This ‘‘Hunt for Hamilton’s 
Mother,”’ as the novelist termed it, was chronicled in a significant 
article published in 1902,° in which it was shown definitely that 
Rachel Faucett Lavien was the mother of Alexander Hamilton, 
and that she was buried in St. Croix in February, 1768.7. Mrs. 
Atherton had been assisted in her search by the scholarly Major 
General H. U. Ramsing of Copenhagen, Denmark, through whom 
she learned at last that Rachel had been divorced by Lavien in 
1759.8 Finally, building in part upon the work of Mrs. Ather- 
ton, Allan McLane Hamilton in 1910 published The Intimate 
Life of Alexander Hamilton, in which he attempted once and 
for all to lay the ghosts hovering about the memory of his dis- 
tinguished grandfather.® 

Unfortunately, on this subject neither Henry C. Lodge, the 
two Hamiltons—John Church and Allan McLane Hamilton—nor 
Gertrude Atherton have given a complete story. Accordingly, 
the object of this brief account is to cast further light upon the 
family background of Alexander Hamilton. Much of what 
follows herein is based upon the intensive archival studies of 
Major General H. U. Ramsing, supplemented by documentary 
evidence obtained in the Virgin Islands.’® At the suggestion of 
the writer, Major General Ramsing published his findings on 
Alexander Hamilton in a Danish genealogical journal," in the 
form of a long, detailed, and carefully documented article’ 
drawn principally from the old records of St. Croix preserved in 
the Danish State Archives at Copenhagen. 

Henry C. Lodge’s view that Hamilton’s mother was a Miss 
Lytton may be discarded at once ; the researches of Mrs. Atherton

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clearly demonstrate that Rachel Lavien’s maiden name was 
Faucett.* Though much has been imagined about Rachel 
Lavien, little is really known of her, and even her age is uncer- 
tain. According to the Burial Register of St. John’s Church, 
Christiansted, she died in 1768 at the age of thirty-two" and if 
this be correct, Rachel was born in 1736. (That year in fact 
was accepted by Gertrude Atherton and can be seen today upon 
the monument which the authoress had erected in St. Croix in 
honor of Hamilton’s mother.) However, the Baptismal Register 
of the same church reveals the baptism on November 30, 1769, 
of Peter,.son of John Michael and Rachel Lavien ‘‘born 1746.’’* 
Rachel Lavien could hardly have had a child at the age of ten; 
and if Peter, her son, was born in 1746, she was probably married 
to John Michael Lavien in 1745. Major General Ramsing is of 
the opinion that she could scarcely have been under sixteen when 
she wed and was accordingly born c. 1729.* She came originally 
from Nevis as did also her husband, John Michael Lavien, who 
had been a merchant on that island prior to migrating to 
St. Croix.1*7 Where or when the marriage of the Laviens took 
place is not known, but all accounts agree that the couple were 
unhappy. Their life together has been a matter of speculation, 
and even their only child, Peter, has usually been overlooked. 
Thus, Lodge did not mention this child and Mrs. Atherton com- 
plained that she discovered Peter’s existence only by accident.'* 

The Laviens separated, but it was not known exactly when or 
why this change took place.’® The time-worn tale, which the 
pen of Gertrude Atherton has made familiar, was that Lavien 
treated his wife cruelly, forcing her to leave him ;*° but later she 
met James Hamilton with whom she lived in an irregular union, 
after having tried in vain to obtain complete freedom from her

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husband.*. Time and fancy have embroidered this story with 
several variations, and many theories have been advanced to 
account for the failure of Rachel Lavien to secure a divorce: 
divorce, it is said, was exceedingly rare in the colonies and very 
hard to obtain.22. John Church Hamilton, to be sure, had main- 
tained that Rachel ‘‘obtained a divorece.’’ But this, alas, was 
only another of the ‘‘unsatisfactory and inexact statements’’ for 
which he has been justly censured by Allan McLane Hamilton.** 
As noted above, Gertrude Atherton first disclosed that it was not 
Rachel but John Michael Lavien who had been granted a 
divorce—in St. Croix, on June 25, 1759.°* But the authoress 
asserted that there was ‘‘no evidence’’ that Rachel was ‘‘unfaith- 
ful’’ to Lavien or even that she ‘‘deserted him to live with 
Hamilton.’’*> Lastly, Allan McLane Hamilton, knowing only 
part of the story and relying upon Gertrude Atherton, stressed 
the fact that the grounds for the divorce were that Rachel ‘‘had 
absented herself,’’ and concluded: 

‘‘Whether Levine’s failure to apply for a divorce on more 
serious grounds was due to a belief in his wife’s innocence, or to 
the realization that he had driven her, by his cruelty, to the arms 
of another man whom she truly loved, or whether the local court 
refused to take a severe view of her action because of its own 
knowledge of Levine, and the marriage itself, is a matter of 
speculation. Possibly he may have felt some of the magnanimity 
which, in more recent years, actuated Ruskin and Wagner.’’** 

The preliminary step in the separation of John Michael Lavien 
and Rachel Lavien has at length been uncovered and is here 
quoted for the first time in English translation. It is the sum- 
mons in the divorce suit brought by Lavien against his wife 
Rachel.27 The document itself has had an interesting history. 
Dated February 26, 1759, it had survived neglect, the ever- 
present insects of St. Croix, and the withering hand of time, 
until in the summer of 1932 it was unearthed by a Columbia 
University law student, a native of the island, Mr. James A. 
Bough. Mr. Bough was working under the direction of the 
Hon. Lawrence W. Cramer, then Lieutenant-Governor of 
St. Croix, who wisely realized that the almost forgotten Danish

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records might contain valuable historical information. Subse- 
quently, the fragile protocol containing the summons was placed, 
together with certain other records of the Virgin Islands, in the 
safekeeping of the Archivist of the United States. 

The summons largely speaks for itself. John Michael Lavien, 
‘‘burgher and free resident of this place,’’ we read, ‘‘finds him- 
self greatly impelled to seek divorce from his wife, Rachel 
Lavien, for the reason that she, while she lived with him some 
years ago committed such errors which as between husband and 
wife were indecent and very suspicious, notwithstanding his 
instituting her arrest and action against her, in the belief that 
everything would be better and that she like a true wife would 
have changed her ungodly mode of life and would live with him 
as was meet and fitting.’’ Instead, claimed Lavien, Rachel has 
now (in 1759) ‘‘absented herself from him for nine years and 
gone elsewhere, where she has begotten several illegitimate chil- 
dren, so that such action is believed to be more than sufficient 
for him to obtain a divorce from her,’’ and that she should have 
no claim upon Lavien, or his property, or their son. For Rachel 
has shown herself ‘‘shameless, coarse, and ungodly, having quite 
forgotten her duty and left both lawful husband and lawful 
child,’’ whom John Michael Lavien has therefore had to care 
for alone. Yet if Lavien failed to obtain a divorce, he might 
die, and Rachel as his widow might seek to secure his estate and 
**therefore not alone acquire what she should not have but also 
take from his child and give to her illegitimate children what is 
due to such legitimate child alone.’’ Specifically, then aside 
from past errors, Rachel Lavien was accused of (1) desertion 
and (2) adultery; and was summoned to appear before the 
divorce court in the town of Christiansted, at 9 a.m. on April 
18, 1759, for the hearing on the charges. Lastly, P. Andersen 
and P. Hansen swear that on March 2, 1759, they legally served 
this summons for John Michael Lavien against his wife, Rachel 
Lavien, ‘‘on the estate belonging to the Town Captain and like- 
wise served it in the Fort where she was under arrest, which 
were her last two places of abode in this country.”’ 

As already noted, the Danish records in Copenhagen show that 
a divorce was granted to John Michael Lavien on June 25, 1759, 
and that his wife, Rachel, as the guilty party, was forbidden to 
remarry. But lest Rachel Lavien be judged too harshly upon 
the basis of the summons, let us sketch briefly what we know 
of her. The summons charges that she had committed certain 
‘‘errors’’ which had led her husband to have her arrested and 
confined in the Fort, which was then, as it still is, the local jail 
in Christiansted, St. Croix. Rachel’s ‘‘errors,’’ it appears, con- 
sisted simply in refusing to live with her husband, for had there 
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been a third party in the picture he would undoubtedly have 
been named by Lavien. In fact, the brutal jailing of the young 
wife must have proved the final blow to the marriage of the 
Laviens, for as the document shows, Rachel in 1750 left her 
husband, John Michael Lavien, and returned to the British West 
Indies. 

Subsequently, in the British West Indies, either at St. Kitts or 
in Nevis, Rachel Faucett Lavien met James Hamilton, a Scotch 
merchant of gentle birth, reputedly a younger son of the Hamil- 
tons of Grange in Scotland. With James Hamilton she then 
lived in an irregular union, and by him she had two sons, James 
and Alexander. In 1765 James Hamilton with Rachel and their 
two boys, came to Christiansted, St. Croix, where for a time he 
represented the St. Kitts firm of Archibald Ingram. Perhaps 
while there he broke with Rachel? Or perhaps he was unable 
to support the family? Im any event, shortly thereafter, he 
deserted her and left the island. Little further is known of him 
and he appears to have died in St. Vincent in 1799. Rachel 
Lavien, however, remained in Christiansted, St. Croix, with her 
two sons and a few slaves. Both the Hamilton boys and their 
mother were now thrown upon the bounty of her relatives in 
St. Croix, the Lyttons, but it is characteristic of the noble heart 
of Alexander Hamilton that years later he gave generously to 
that same father, James Hamilton, who had abandoned him and 
his mother in St. Croix. On February 19, 1768, at 9:00 in the 
evening Rachel Lavien died, and on the following day she was 
buried in the plot reserved for the Lyttons on ‘‘the Plantation 
called the Grange.’’ 

When John Michael Lavien learned of the death of his former 
wife, Rachel, he armed himself with a copy of the divorce decree 
of 1759 and appeared at the Dealing Court (that is, Probate 
Court) in Christiansted, in order to claim Rachel’s modest estate 
for their legitimate child, Peter Lavien. After due considera- 
tion and strictly in accordance with the prevailing Danish law, 
the Dealing Court awarded the entire estate to the only legiti- 
mate heir, Peter Lavien, leaving his two half-brothers, Alexander 
and James Hamilton, completely dispossessed of any share 
therein. 

In the records at Copenhagen covering the settlement of 
Rachel Lavien’s estate, it is plainly stated that she had two 
illegitimate sons, who are named as James and Alexander Ham- 
ilton. Still more significant, in view of the frequent stress 
placed upon the extreme youth of Alexander Hamilton, is the 
statement that he was then (1768), ‘‘thirteen years of age,’’ 
whereas his brother James, the older of the two, was ‘‘fifteen.’’**

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In other words, Alexander Hamilton was evidently born in 1755 
rather than in 1757 as is commonly stated. According to Gen- 
eral Ramsing, 1755 is the more probable year, for although 
Alexander was precocious it is more likely that it was as a lad 
of eleven rather than of nine that he began working for Nicholes 
Cruger in 1766. 

From the foregoing it is clear that Alexander bore the surname 
Hamilton even while his mother lived. Despite occasional loose 
statements to the contrary,”® there is no reason to doubt that his 
father was James Hamilton and that his mother was Rachel 
Faucett Lavien. Finally however, although the day and month 
of his birth as usually given, namely January eleventh, are prob- 
ably correct, there is reason to believe that Alexander Hamilton 
actually was born in 1755 and was therefore some two years 
older than perhaps even he realized.*° 


SOME ANCESTRAL LINES OF

With two exceptions the ancestral lines of President John 
Quincy Adams mentioned in this paper begin with ancestors who 
became residents of Massachusetts. Charles Hoare and Rowland 
Coitmore or Coytmore, died in England; but their widows came 
to Massachusetts. 

The purpose of the compiler in presenting the list of the 
ancestors here given is to mention them in a form for quick and 
easy reference; also to save valuable space by the omission of 
numerous dates and place names. 

It is believed that many persons who are not Adams descend- 
ants will find some other colonial families mentioned in which 
they are interested by reason of descent. 

The English ancestry of some of the immigrant ancestors of 
President John Quincy Adams is known, but it did not seem 
desirable to mention these lines in this paper. 

It is sometimes difficult to decide the proper way to spell 
family names such as Tyng, often Ting, and Coitmore, also 
spelled Coytmore, or Coytemore. Baptismal names also cause 
trouble, especially when a wife’s name appears as Ann, Anna, 
Anne and Hannah in various records.

THE DARCY ANCESTRY OF MRS. JOHN SHERMAN

The descent of Mary Launee, second wife of Rev. John Sher- 
man of Watertown, Mass., from the noted Darcy family depends 
on the following evidences: 

1. Cotton Mather in Magnalia Christi (1702) stated that 
Mrs. Sherman was daughter of a Launce of Cornwall, whose wife 
was ‘‘daughter to the Lord Darcy,’’ the latter erroneously iden- 
tified by Mather as Earl of Rivers. Mrs. Sherman’s mother 
married secondly, ‘‘the famous Mr. Sympson.’’ [See ante, vol. 
20, p. 130, for Mather’s quoted statement. | 

2. Vivian’s Visitation of Cornwall, 1620 (Harleian Society 
Pub., 1874, 9: 124-125) contains a pedigree of the Launce family, 
which provides the following facts. 


Mary Da. of Polewheele of 
Polewheele. Children: Tho. 1 sone ob. sine prole; John 2 sone ob. sine 
prole; Rob.

The will of Isabella Simpson of London, widow, 29 May 1668, 
proved 4 Aug. 1669, named her son James Launce, his wife 
Rebecca and daughter Isabella; son Darcy Launce; daughter 
Mary Sherman and her children [unnamed]; and she gave to 
her ‘‘son Sherman’’ £5 and half her books including ‘‘the great 
bible I read, his name is writ in it for him.’’ [P. C. C., 
Coke, 99. ] 

4. Through the kindness of Anthony R. Wagner, Richmond 
Herald, London, the following extract is given from ‘‘Barona- 
gium Angliae,’’ now in the College of Arms, written by Augus- 
tine Vincent, Windsor Herald, in 1613 [p. 173].

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This makes a perfect chain of evidence. Isabella Darcy is 
named in the pedigree of 1613 as sister of Philippa (Mrs. Patti- 
son) and daughter of Sir Edward Darcy. She was then unmar- 
ried and was probably born about 1600. In the Launce pedigree 
in 1620 she was wife of John Launce (then aged 23), but no 
children were given, and doubtless she was recently married. 
The will of her sister Mrs. Philippa Hayne in 1640 refers to her 
former husband, Dr. Pattison, to her sister Isabella wife of 
Sidrach Simpson, and to Isabella’s Launce children, James, 
Darcy [David is undoubtedly a misreading for ‘‘Darcie’’], John, 
Frances, Mary, and Isabella. The names of her daughters are 
not given in Parker’s additions to the Launce pedigree, but the 
sons are named. Finally, Isabella’s own will in 1668 names her 
sons James and Darcy Launce, and her daughter Mary Sherman. 
And we have Mather’s contemporary statement, made in Mrs. 
Sherman’s lifetime, that she was a Launce and her mother a 
Darcey. Few English lines of early colonists are so thoroughly 
proved.

With the exception of the brothers and sisters and the uncles 
and aunts of Isabella Darcy, it has not been our aim to give full 
lists of children in each generation, for they would be too remote 
to be of much interest to the American descendants. We have 
been at pains, however, to indicate the founders of the chief 
branches of the family, and to include a brief story of the several 
titled branches which all became extinct in the male line. 
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ELIZABETH AND GRACE BARRON 


In our account of the children of Ellis* and Mary (Sherman) 
Barron, ante, Vol. 20, p. 138, it was pointed out that Elizabeth 
and Grace both married Guilford, Conn., men. Elizabeth’s birth 
was recorded, while Grace was placed as her sister on the basis 
of circumstantial evidence and by the elimination of other pos- 
sible parents. It is always a satisfaction to have such conclu- 
sions confirmed by direct evidence, and we are indebted to Mrs. 
Elvert M. Davis of Tallahassee, Fla., for calling our attention to 
the death entries of the two sisters in the records of the North 
Guilford (Congregational) Church (page 51), now in the State 
Library, Hartford. 

Elizabeth (Barron) Graves married second, as his second wife, 
Deacon Seth* Morse (Ezra*, John”, Samuel’). The church entry 
gives her death as 15 Oct. 1782. Below this is a note on the 
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death of ‘‘ Widow Grace Fowler, Feb. 13, 1783, she was a younger 
sister of the aged Mrs. Morse mentioned above.’’ That of course 
identifies Grace, as we had placed her, as a daughter of Ellis* 
and Mary (Sherman) Barron.

MORRIS SOMES OF GLOUCESTER, MASS. 
By WALTER GoopwWIN Davis, B.A., LL.B., of Portland, Maine 


In the parish register of Cranfield, co. Bedford, under the 
date Jan. 4, 1635, was entered the marriage of Morris Somes and 
Marjorie Jonson, and on May 1, 1636, Mary, daughter of Morris 
Somes, was baptized in that parish. The Cranfield register 
begins in 1600 but these two entries are the only ones of the 
name Somes or its variants which appear therein through 1812. 
It is obvious, therefore, that Morris Somes was a stranger in 
the parish and that he and his family left it soon after the birth 
of the first baby. Giving due consideration to the rarity of the 
man’s given name and surname, there can be little, if any, doubt 
that the Cranfield couple were the Morris and Marjorie Somes 
who were in Gloucester, Mass., by March 1, 1641/2, when the 
birth of their daughter, another Mary, was recorded. Marjorie 
Somes died in Gloucester on Jan. 22, 1646, and the widower 
married Elizabeth Kendall on June 26, 1647. He died in Glou- 
cester, Jan. 13, 1688/9. Morris Somes was the only seventeenth 
century immigrant of his surname in New England, and pre- 
sumably many of the bearers thereof in the United States today 
are his descendants. The early generations can be found in Mr. 
Babson’s History of Gloucester. 

While the Cranfield register does not contain the baptismal 
record of Marjorie Johnson, there was a Johnson family in the 
parish of which she was probably a member. The following are 
all of the Johnson entries between 1600 and 1650.

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MOSES PAINE OF BRAINTREE, MASSACHUSETTS 
AND HIS ANCESTRY IN ENGLAND

JOHN PAYN,* born probably in Frittenden, Kent, England, 


about 1420, son of ———— and Agnes Payn, died there about 
12 Apr. 1463. He married about 1442, Joane ———— who 
survived. 


John Payn was evidently a young man when he made his will, 
his children all being minors, hence he was probably ill when 
he made it and did not recover. 

Abstract of the will of John Payn of ffrythenden, dated 
12 April 1463: 


After my death my feofees shall grant to Joane my wife and her heirs 
eight pieces of land and meadow called Cehetefeld, Tweymedys, Johanmeds, 
le Broke, Gretebrodefeld, Lytilbrodefeld and Stonefeld, containing thirty 
aeres of land in ffrythenden upon the dens of Bubherst and Bokherst, during 
the life of Agnes my mother, to provide thé said Agnes with sufficient meat 
and drink, clothing, shoes and all other necessaries, if the said Agnes be 
willing to dwell with Joane, but if not then my feofees shall deliver those 
eight pieces of land to Agnes my mother to provide these things as she 
pleases. At the death of Agnes my mother, Joane my wife and Edmund 
my son shall each of them have half of the said lands and at the death of 
Joane my wife, my son Edmund shall have them all. At the Feast of 
St. Michael next after my death my feofees shall enfeoff my son Edmund 
in my messuage at Bokherst and in all my other lands and gardens upon 
the den of Bokherst, to him his heirs and assigns forever. Except one piece 
of land situated upon the den of Bokherst called le Fyveacrys, the profits 
of which land, and five pieces of land situated in Uleombe upon the den of 
Boycote, shall go to my wife Joane until my daughter Elizabeth shall be 
married and then my feofees shall sell the said land and of the money 
pay £10 (to Elizabeth?) and the residue to my wife Joane. My wife Joane 
to receive the profits of all my lands upon the den of Peseregge until 
Stephen my son comes to the age of twenty years and then my feofees to 
deliver to him and his heirs forever four pieces of land containing ten acres 
upon the den of Peseregge, viz., to the highway to the south. All my other 
lands upon the said den of Peseregge to my wife for life and after her 
death to go to my son Stephen and his heirs forever. And if he die within 
the age of twenty years then my wife Joane to have the four pieces con- 
taining ten acres, situated south to the highway and all other lands upon 
the den of Peseregge. If both my sons die without lawful issue, then after 
the death of my wife all my lands to be sold and the money to be used 
for a priest to sing in the church of ffrethyden for three years £20, praying 
for my soul and my parents’ souls, five marks to the repair of bad roads 
between haddyscrosse and Stapylherst and five marks to the marriage of 


* Although this pedigree begins about 1420 the following record, sent by the Iate 
J. Gardner Bartlett of Boston to the compiler about fifteen years ago, apparently shows 
that the Payne family of Kent could be traced back earlier. 

“On June 25, 1435, a pardon was granted to William Appilby of Bidynden, co. Kent, 
for not appearing before Robert Hull and his fellows, justices of the Kings Bench of his 
late Majesty Henry IV (reigned 1412-1422) to answer Richard Pa&yn, late chamberlain of 
the Bishop of St. Davids and Stephen Payn brother of the said Payn, executors of the 
will of John Payn, chamberlain of the Bishop of St. Davids, touching a plea that he 
render £6—8—0.

STEPHEN PAYN, son of John and Joane ( ) Paine, 
born probably in Frittenden about 1450, died there between 
3 May and 21 October 1505. He married first about 1478, prob- 
ably a daughter of John Webb. He married secondly probably 
about 1488, Johane , who died after 1505. 

As his eldest brother left no children, Stephen inherited his 
lands and certain charges to be paid on the death of Edmund’s 
widow. Stephen left a very long will, directing that his body 
be buried in the churchyard of Frittenden. After the date he 
begins : 

‘‘Ego Stephus payn of ffretynden hole of mynde & in gode 
remembaunce beyng make my testament in this man’.’’ He 
gave to the high altar for tythes forgotten; to the ‘‘Rode 
leyght’’; to ‘‘ouer lady leygth in hye Chaunsell’’; to ‘‘the light 
of seynt Stephyn’’; to ‘‘the leythes of seynt Thomas & seynt 
xpofer’’; to ‘‘the makyng of the new Beme; such goods as John 
Webb bequeathed unto John, Edmund, and Johan ‘‘my chyldern 
I will it be delyu’ed vnto them’’; after the decease of Johan his 
wife, his daughter to have her coral beads; all moveable goods 
to pay his debts, bequests and funeral expenses; residue of 
movables to Johan and after her death to the ‘‘Chyldern of her 
and me laufully begotten’’; wife Johan and son Thomas to be 
executors, ‘‘Ser William Ketchden pson of ffrethynden ou’seer’’; 
witnesses, Thomas Lested, Nicholas Webbe, Richard Doggett and 
others. 

He then proceeds to dispose of his real estate, his wife Johan 
is to be allowed by his feoffees to have and occupy all his lands 
‘‘ypon peseregge above shamelefords lane and a pece of land 
Called hertiffeld’’ ete., for life; the residue of lands called 
‘*pelles & paynes’’ to be farmed for 12 years, his wife to have 
the whole profit until Michaelmas next after his decease and then 
the profit of the next two years to keep her children and his, 
the other ten years the profits are to be used for marriage por- 
tions for his daughters, excepting Johanne is to have a smaller 
amount, if any of the daughters die unmarried her portion to 
be given the rest and if all the daughters of his last wife die 
unmarried then five marks ‘‘shall go to an honest prest for to 
synge for ouer sowles in the Cherch of ffretynden’’ and five

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marks more to the greatest needs of the same church, the residue 
to his next heirs. After the 12 years the lands called ‘‘pellys 
and paynes’’ to go to all his sons by Johan, but if they all die 
without issue, then to ‘‘John & Edmu’de payn my sonnys that 
I had by me first wiff’’; all lands that would come to him from 
Edmunde his brother after the death of the latter’s wife ‘‘lying 
vppon the dennys of Bucherst and Bubbeherst’’ to go to John 
and Edmund with exception of some land at ‘‘Cothyngs land 
end’’ which is to go to his sons by Johanne if alive but if dead 
then all the lands to John and Edmund and if the latter died 
then to the sons by Johan; if any of the sons marry before 28 
years of age they are to make a ‘“‘lawful joynter’’ in lands to 
their wives; all charges contained in the will of his brother 
Edmund Payn to be fulfilled; residue of sale of little garden 
to go to Johanne to care for her children and his. Proved, 
21 Oct. 1505. (Archdeaconry of Canterbury, vol. 10, fo. 1.

ENSIGN MOSES! PAINE, son of Nicholas (John, John, Ste- 
phen, John) and Agnes (Crofton) Paine, baptised in Frittenden, 
Kent, England, 23 April 1581, buried in Braintree, Mass., 21 
June 1643. He married first in St. Mildred’s, Tenterden, Kent, 
England, 2 November 1615, Mary Benison, who was buried 
there 6 March 1617-18, daughter of John Benison. He married 
secondly about 1619, Exizapern (SHEAFE) COLLIER, baptised in 
Cranbrook, Kent, 26 October 1589, buried in Tenterden, 11 Octo- 
ber 1632, daughter of Richard and Margery (Roberts) Sheafe.

Elizabeth Sheafe married first in Cranbrook, Kent, 18 June

bapt. 16 Jan. 1613; (2) Robert, bapt. 23 Feb. 1616; (3) Eliza- 
beth, bapt. 27 Dec. 1618. Timothy Collier must have died shortly 
after this but his death is not recorded in Cranbrook nor is 
Elizabeth (Sheafe) Collier’s marriage to Moses Paine. 

Moses Paine or Payne, for his name is spelled both ways in 
the early records, came in the ship The Castle, in 1638, with 
his surviving children, Elizabeth, Moses, and Stephen. He set- 
tled at Braintree, Mass., where in 1642, he bought, with Peter 
Bracket, a large tract of land from the Indians, near Mendon. 
The land was later deeded to the town. He also owned land 
in Cambridge, Concord, Piscataqua, and other places. As he 
lived only five years after his arrival in the colony, he must 
have brought considerable property with him to have acquired 
so much land in so short a time. He was made a Freeman in 
1641 and also commissioned Ensign of the military company of 
Braintree. 

He died testate. The original will of Moses Paine is not 
extant, and the probate Book in which the will was recorded 
has been copied; a copy of this copy follows: 


In the name of God Amen I Moses Paine of Braintree in New England 
gent being by the visitation of God sick in body but in pfect remembrance 
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& understanding blessed be God: do make my last will & testament utterly 
revoking & renounceing any former will heretofore made either by word or 
writeing & this to stand firme in lawe Imprimis I bequeath my soule into 
the hands of my blesed redeemer Jesus Christ who hath redeemed it by 
deere & precious bloud, & bitter passion, beseeching him in mercy to receive 
it into his everlasting kingdome. And my bodie to be buried wheresoever 
it shall please God to call mee, at the discretion of my sonne Moses whom 
I make mine executor, as hereafter followeth: And of my temporall estate, 
weh the Lord hath given mee, I do give as hereunder is expressed. Imprimis, 
I do give & bequeath unto Steven Paine my second sonne one quarter of 
my goods, houses, lands, Cattle, debts, moveable goods, Chattles lyeing & 
being in Braintree, Cambridge, Concord, & Piscataway in new England, & 
also one quarter of my goods or debts in ould England if they may be 
recovered to him & his Heires for ever. I give & bequeath unto Elisabeth 
Paine my daughter one quarter of my goods, howses, lands, cattle, debts, 
moveable goods & Chattles lyeing & being in all the former mencioned places 
in Braintree, Concord, Cambridg & Piscataway & one quarter of my debts 
in ould England if they be recovered to the said Elisabeth & her heires 
for ever. Itm my mind & will is out of the former houshould stuffe that 
one Chest of fine linnen be given to my daughter Elisabeth to her proper 
use, excepting two paire of fine & stronge sheetes be given to my sonne 
Steven strong & good to theire only use & behoofe. my will & desire 
further concerning my sonne steven is, that he may be under my sonne 
Moses tuition untill he shall attaine to the full age of twenty & three 
yeeres & then to injoy his Legacie & portion, given unto him & expressed 
herein. And moreover & above I do give unto the said Steven Paine my 
sonne the sum of twenty pounds sterling to be paid unto him at this full 
age of twenty three yeeres & in the meane time to be brought up at schoole 
for the space of three months or 6 months for the bettering of his reading 
& writing, to be paid out of the gift or portion of my sonne Moses. Lastly 
my will & desire is that the moity & one halfe of my estate, goods, houses, 
lands, Cattle, debts, moveable goods Chattles be given to my eldest sonne 
Moses Payne to him & his heires for ever & I do nominate & appoint him 
to be my sole executor of this my last will & testament. And further I 
do give to the said Moses the one half of my debts in ould England if 
they may be recovered, & also the use of my sonne Stevens portion till he 
shall attaine unto the full age of three & twenty yeeres. And my mind & 
will is that the portion given unto my daughter Elisabeth be paid unto her 
within the space of three months after my decease. And if my daughter 
shall then require her portion, then my desire is that said goods be prised 
by Inventory, & her portion after to be set out & paid her as conveniently 
as may bee. And also that there may be an Inventory reserved to the end 
my sonne Steven may knowe how much his portion will amount unto. In 
witnes hereof I have hereunto sett my hand the seventeenth day of the forth 
month comonly called June 1643

As an addition to this my last will & testament, I Moses Paine do give 
& bequeath unto my wife Judith Paine the sum of twenty shillings for to 
be paid unto her wthin the space of ten yeares after my decease In witnes

Only two entries appear in the Miscellaneous Docket, the will 
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as quoted above, and the Inventory ; this last was evidently made 
1 September 1643, and recorded 30 October 1643. Among the 
items listed : dwelling house, barn, and land these buildings stood 
upon (place not given) ; other lands; house and land at Concord ; 
house and land at Cambridge; household effects, and among 
these, a chest of linen as mentioned in the will amounting to 
£13-7s. ; curtains and carpets, an unusual feature in 1643; cattle, 
grain, pewter at £4-6s., and ‘‘plate,’’ at £5-10s., a ‘‘greate bible 
10s.,’’ and other books; total amounting to £73-05-05. The 
names of the appraisers do not appear, nor does the name of the 
executor. (Suffolk County Probate, 1:26; 2:17.)

* NOTES ON RICHARD INGRAHAM, OF REHOBOTH, 
MASSACHUSETTS, 1643

The town of Rehoboth, or Seekonk, Massachusetts, was first 
settled about 1643, chiefly by a section of the congregation at 
Weymouth, who became dissatisfied and removed to found a 
new town in the wilderness. The first appearance of Richard 
Ingraham in the New England records is in a list drawn up 
about 1643 for the division and allotment of lands among these 
very first proprietors of Rehoboth, according to the valuations 
of their estates. The first item in this list was thus given: 

Mrs. Bur £100-00-00 
Rich. Ingram accepted 
in her place 

This first allotment was followed in regular succession by sub- 
sequent grants of land to Richard Ingraham. 

The name ‘‘Rich.’’ was erroneously transcribed and published 
by Bliss (1836) and others as ‘‘Ruth.’’ Personal inspection of 
the original script leaves little doubt that the name ‘‘Rich.’’ is 
correct, and much more probable than ‘‘Ruth.’’ The original 
Proprietary Records of Rehoboth have been transcribed into 
modern record books in the land registries at the county seat, 
Taunton, Massachusetts; and there the name was copied as 
‘‘Rich.’’ This establishes the latter spelling as official and 
authoritative. The never-existent ‘‘Ruth Ingram’’ has been a 
puzzling and confusing item in the published Ingraham gene- 
alogies for more than a hundred years; but it may now be elimi- 
nated, and the rightful and logical record of Richard Ingraham 
be established and clarified. 

Two children of Richard Ingraham, William and Jarrett, are 
definitely known from the Rehoboth land records, as follows: 

By town ordinance September 29, 1647, an island of salt marsh 
in the river was given to Richard Ingraham in lieu of an allot- 
ment of salt marsh. 

William Ingraham is shown to have been son of Richard by 
the Proprietary Records of Rehoboth describing the former’s 
lands, which states as the first item ‘‘An Ileland of Salt meadow 
That was given by the Towne to his ffather, Richard Ingraham 
in lue of his Lot of Salt Marsh.”’ 

In a deed of June 29, 1706, William Ingraham conveyed a 
tract of land in Rehoboth, in his own words, ‘‘to my Nefew 
obadiah Ingraham son to Jarratt Ingraham my Brother.’’ 

These records show definitely that William and Jarratt were 
brothers, and sons of Richard Ingraham. 
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There were some other Ingrahams in the locality who were in 
the proper age range to have been children of Richard, but 
whose relationship to him, however probable, can be only 
conjectural. 

A Richard Ingraham appears in the records of Northampton, 
Massachusetts, from 1668 to 1683, who has (following Savage) 
been assumed to have been the Richard of Rehoboth. If the 
only evidence of the identity of the two is the identity in name, 
the grounds for believing them to be the same are far from con- 
elusive. Their identity, however plausible, can rationally be 
regarded as conjectural only. 

In his will, probated in 1683, Richard Ingraham of North- 
ampton bequeathed his working tools to his ‘‘son-in-law’’ (step- 
son) Calleb Pumry, and to his wife Joan and her heirs all the 
remainder of his estate, ‘‘both in Northampton, & in the Bay, 
or elsewhere.’’ That would be a large territory (in fact the 
entire world) in which to attempt to locate and identify his 
previous residence; and it may be noted that Rehoboth at that 
time was not within the jurisdiction of ‘‘the Bay’’ colony, but 
was a part of the colony of New Plymouth. No other persons 
than Calleb and Joan were mentioned in the will; and it would 
have been usual to have mentioned or made nominal provision 
for other living heirs in order to forestall future contest of the 
will. The will therefore affords no clue as to the antecedents or 
previous identification of the Richard Ingraham of Northampton. 


THE PARENTAGE OF GEORGE GARDINER OF 
NEWPORT, R. I.

In 1937 Mrs. Clara Gardner Miller and Mr. John Milton Stan- 
ton published a genealogy of the ancestors and descendants of 
Stephen Gardner of Gardner’s Lake, Conn., on the bounds of 
New London and Norwich. This handsome volume gives an 
excellent account of Stephen Gardner and his descendants, as 
well as of his father, Benoni Gardiner of Narragansett, and his 
grandfather and emigrant ancestor, George Gardiner of New- 
port, R. I. 

The authors then went further and gave the English ancestry 
of George Gardiner of Newport, whom they identified with a 
George Gardiner bapt. 15 Feb. 1599/1600 at Great Greenford, 
co. Middlesex, the son of the Rev. Michael Gardiner, who was 
rector of that parish from 16 April 1584 until his death on 
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22 August 1630. The purpose of this paper is solely to consider 
this identification. The ancestry of the Rev. Michael Gardiner, 
as given in this book, is beyond the scope of this article. 

In the identification of our early New England settlers with 
their old homes, across the Atlantic, the evidences in different 
cases varies so much and is so diverse in its nature that general 
rules regarding the proof of such identifications cannot be laid 
down. Nevertheless, a few general principles apply to all cases. 
First: The burden of proof is always on the person seeking to 
make the identification. Second: The mere similarity of names 
in England and New England is not enough, even if chronology 
permits, to predicate an identification upon this alone. Of 
course if the name was a very rare or unique one, it would, if 
the chronology were right, be very strong evidence for the identi- 
fication. In the present instance neither the name George or 
Gardiner or their combination is sufficiently uncommon as to 
come within the last considered modification of the general rule 
and no identification can be based upon similarity alone of name 
in England and America, in this case, without further evidence. 

With these general considerations, let us turn to the case in 
question and consider the evidence for the above cited identifica- 
tion. For this purpose we shall first consider the facts known 
about the English George Gardiner and then those known about 
George Gardiner of Newport. 

The Rev. Michael Gardiner (son of a Henry Gardiner) mar- 
ried on 1 Sept. 1583 Margaret, daughter of Thomas Browne. 
She died 17 March 1623/4. They had the following children 
all baptized at Great Greenford: Henry 25 Feb. 1587/8; Michael 
21 Dee. 1589; Thomas 4 March 1591/2; Anne 20 Aug. 1593; 
John 14 June 1595; and George 15 Feb. 1599/1600. From this 
list it will be seen that the Rev. Michael followed the ancient 
English custom of naming his eldest son for his father, his second 
for himself and the third for his wife’s father. Of these children 
Henry, Michael and Thomas settled in nearby London. The will 
of the Rev. Michael Gardiner was not given but it was easily 
available in the printed volume of the Register Scrope (Am. 
Genealogist, April 1938, p. 244). His will dated 6 Dee. 1629 
was proved 21 Sept. 1630. He names his grandchildren Mary 
and Martha Watersfield ; his son Henry’s son Michael; Thomas, 
George, Henry, Michael, Rebecca, Margaret, Elizabeth and Mary 
children of his son Thomas; and his own sons Michael, Thomas, 
John and George. The executor was his son Henry (P.C.C. 75 
Serope). On 28 March 1630 George Gardiner, whom our authors 
identify, probably correctly, with the son of the Rev. Michael, 
had a license to marry at St. James’s Clerkenwell, London, 
Sarah Slaughter. This completes our account of George Gard- 
iner of Great Greenford and London. 
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We now turn to the career of George Gardiner of Newport. 
In view of the fact that we have the baptism of George, son of 
the Rev. Michael, the birth date of George Gardiner of Newport 
becomes a matter of vital importance to the identification. There 
is no record, so far as is known, of the age of our Newport man— 
no deposition of his has so far been unearthed and his gravestone 
is not in existence. Consequently his age cannot be exactly 
known and his approximate age can only be arrived at by infer- 
ence from a full and careful study of his career in New England. 
The loss of the Newport records has deprived us of his will, 
which from an entry in the Providence records he is known to 
have made, as well as of much other valuable information about 
him. However, a careful study of the Rhode Island Colony 
records and other records, now in existence, enables us to give 
a complete list of his children, as well as much interesting mate- 
rial about his life. 

The first statement about his parentage, which is worthy of 
serious consideration, is that which appeared in a publication 
entitled ‘‘No. 2. Gardiner, Maine, Historical Series, Silvester 
Gardiner’? by Henry Sewell Webster, Gardiner, Maine, 1913. 
It is there stated, after some loose preliminary talk about medi- 
aeval knights in Laneashire and a connection with Norman 
houses listed in that worthless compilation, The Battle Abbey 
Roll, that George Gardiner was bapt. 15 Feb. 1599/1600 and 
that he married Sarah Slaughter at St. James’s Church, Clerken- 
well, London, on 28 (sic) March 1630. It is further stated that 
he sailed from Bristol in the ship ‘‘Fellowship’’ and arrived in 
Boston on 29 June 1637; in October 1638 he was residing on 
Aquidneck ; Benoni, third son of George and Sarah, was born in 
London in 1636 or 1637 and was, therefore, an infant at the time 
of the emigration. No reference or authority for these state- 
ments is given. The name of George Gardiner does not appear 
in the Shipping Lists preserved in the Public Record Office at 
London and printed, almost seventy years ago, by Hotten. He 
does not appear in the late Col. Banks’s ‘‘Planters of the Com- 
monwealth’’ or in the latter’s Topographical Dictionary of 2,885 
English emigrants to leave England 1620-50. There is no men- 
tion of him in Winthrop’s Journal, nor is there anything about 
his English origin in the New England Historical and Genealog- 
ical Register. The first known fact about him is when he 
appeared at Portsmouth, R. I., in 1638. In view of these facts 
these statements cannot be given serious consideration, all the 
more so as they, apparently, originated with an outstanding 
genealogical romancer, the late Col. Asa Bird Gardiner of New 
York City. From this loose and unauthenticated statement we 
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turn to what the records have to tell us about our Newport 
settler. 

On 20:3 mo. :1638 George Gardiner was admitted an inhabitant 
of Aquidneck (Chapin’s Doc. History of R. L., II, 117) and on 
the last Thursday in the 8 mo. 1639 the land ‘‘which was 
George Gardiner’s’’ at Portsmouth is mentioned (Portsmouth 
Records, p. 5). He evidently belonged to the Coddington fac- 
tion, which left Portsmouth and settled Newport in 1639, as on 
17 Dec. 1639 he was admitted a Freeman of Newport (Chapin, 
p. 66). On 12:1 mo.:1640 [1639/40] he was present at a Gen- 
eral Court of Elections in Newport (ib., p. 95). On 16 March 
1641 he was on a roll of Freemen and on 17 March 1641/2 he 
was chosen Constable and Senior Sergeant at Newport and on 
13:1 mo. :1644 he was Lieutenant of the Newport Company (ib., 
pp. 120, 122, 128). The rest of his long life was passed in New- 
port, where he died about 1677 and certainly before 14 June 
1678, when his widow Lydia remarried (Austin’s Gen. Dic. of 
R. I., p. 81). 

In view of the fact that we have no statement regarding his 
age, the ages of his wife and children become a matter of impor- 
tance in arriving at an approximate estimation of his age. In or 
about 1643 or 1644 he formed a connection with Herodias (Long) 
Hicks, the wife of John Hicks of Weymouth and Newport and 
later of Newtown and Hempstead on Long Island (Savage’s 
Gen. Dic. of N. E., Vol. II, 410). This John Hicks first appears in 
Weymouth about 1636-8, when he was granted land there (Wey- 
mouth Hist. Soc. No. 2, p. 276). On 14:7 mo.:1640 he was 
admitted a Freeman at Newport (Chapin, II, 103) and his name 
occurs in the list of those admitted inhabitants of Newport since 
1:3 mo.:1638 (ib., 118). He was on the roll of Freemen of 
16 March 1641 (7b., 120). He last appears in Newport on 7:1 
mo. :1644, when he was bound to keep the peace for beating his 
wife Harwood (Herodias) Hicks (ib., p. 151). The cause for 
this conduct may be reasonably inferred as the result of her 
escapades with George Gardiner, as on 12 Dec. (apparently 
1644) Hicks addressed a letter from Flushing to John Coggeshall 
on the subject of his wife’s bad conduct (ib., p. 152). He sub- 
sequently obtained a divorce from her at Long Island, where he 
henceforth lived. He remarried and raised a family there. 
From this time George Gardiner and Herodias lived together as 
common-law man and wife until 1665, during which time they 
raised a large family. In the Spring of 1665 Herodias peti- 
tioned the King’s Commissioners for a separation from Gardiner, 
which they referred to Gov. Arnold, who on 3 May 1665 laid it 
before the General Assembly. In this petition she calls herself 
Hored Long and states that upon the death of her father she was 
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sent to London by her mother and there, unbeknownst to her 
friends, she was privately married to John Hicks in St. Faith’s 
Chureh under ‘‘Paules Church’’ and a little while after was 
brought to New England, when she was between 13 and 14 years 
old and lived 21% years at Weymouth and then came to Rhode 
Island about 1640, where she has lived ever since, ‘‘until she 
came to Pettyquamscott.’’ Not long after her coming to Rhode 
Island there happened a difference between herself and John 
Hicks and ‘‘the authority that then was under grace saw cause 
to part us.’’ She then relates that Hicks went to the Dutch, 
taking most of her property with him and that, not being accus- 
tomed to labour, she joined up with George Gardiner for her 
maintenance but was never properly married to him. She 
desired a separation from him and that he cease to trouble her. 
This the Assembly decreed after discovering that there had been 
no regular marriage. It further fined both the parties and 
passed a law to prevent such further occurrences (R. I. Colony 
Ree. II, 99-105). The real reason for her desire for separation, 
after some twenty-one years as the reputed wife of George 
Gardiner, appears in a petition presented to the same session of 
the General Assembly by Margaret Porter, the wife of John 
Porter, a very well-to-do inhabitant of Portsmouth, who had 
apparently gone over to Pettyquamscut leaving her without 
means of support and dependent on her children, as her petition 
states. She asks that her husband be made to provide for her. 
The Court, finding her statement to be true and that there was 
danger of her husband’s conveying away his estate and taking 
to heart the sad condition of ‘‘this poor anciante matron,’’ 
decreed that all conveyances made by Porter of his estate, not 
being recorded, shall be void and that he should not dispose of 
his estate, until he had made proper provision for her support. 
It exempted from this order certain conveyance made by Porter 
to Gov. Arnold, for which he had received a real and valuable 
consideration (ib., pp. 119-21). Subsequently, on 27 June 1665, 
his property was released, as he had made a proper provision 
for his wife and one which satisfied her (Austin, p. 155). This 
John Porter was one of the important citizens of Portsmouth 
and was one of the five Pettyquamscut purchasers of a large tract 
of land in the Narragansett Country from the Indian Sachems. 
Not long afterwards he married Herodias and, about 1671-73, 
made large conveyances of his Pettyquamscut lands to Herodias’ 
children. 

The children of George and Herodias were seven in number, 
apparently born in the following order: Benoni (certainly the 
eldest), Henry, George, William, Nicholas, Dorcas and Rebecca, 
the latter, apparently, the child at the breast, whom Herodias 
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took with her to Weymouth, when she went there to bear witness. 
She was a zealous Quakeress, for which she was whipped in 
Boston on 11:3 mo. 1658 (Bishop’s New England Judged, pp. 
52, 406). 

Benoni testified in 1727, calling himself ‘‘aged 90 years and 
upwards’’ (Austin, p. 81). If this statement is correct, he was 
born in or shortly before 1637 and so could not have been the 
son of Herodias. However, there is no doubt but that Benoni 
overstated his age considerably. Anyone, who has had experi- 
ence with Colonial depositions and gravestones, knows that, in 
nine cases out of ten, the ages given are usually some years off 
the true age. This variation is usually from one to four years 
out, but this writer has met instances where the age given is from 
six to ten years out. He has in mind particularly the deposition 
of a Marblehead man, where the age he gave himself was ten 
years out, and the gravestone of President John Coggeshall at 
Newport makes him born in 1591, whereas he was baptized at 
Halstead, co. Essex, on 9 Dec. 1601 (Austin, p. 49; N. E. Hist. 
Gen. Reg. LX XIII, 29). Of course cases of so large a diserep- 
ancy are comparatively rare. 

Benoni, at the time he made this deposition, was a very old 
man and very old people have, as is well known, a tendency to 
overstate their age. Furthermore, he was not a well educated 
man; he usually signed with a mark. One careful antiquary 
in the writer’s own family who was well acquainted with the 
Narragansett records once described him as ‘‘an illiterate old 
man’’ at the time this deposition was made. His brother, Henry, 
_ usually allowed to have been the second child of George and 
Herodias, deposed in March 1738 and called himself ‘‘about 93 
years of age’’ (Austin, p. 81). This statement of his age, mak- 
ing himself born about 1645-6 fits far better with all the known 
facts. Nicholas, the fifth child, testified on 12 March 1710/1, 
and called himself ‘‘aged about 57 years (ib.), thus placing his 
birth in or about 1654; a date which would coincide very well 
with that given by Henry and with the other known facts. 

In addition to all this there is further evidence of a very 
strong nature tending to show that Benoni was also a son of 
Herodias. After her marriage to John Porter they made large 
grants in the Pettyquamscut Purchase to her children by George 
Gardiner. On either 1 Jan. or 21 Jan. 1670/1 (ef. Austin, pp. 
81, 155; Updike’s Hist. of the Nariagansett Church, ed. Good- 
win, I, 439) John Porter and Hored his wife deeded land there 
to William Gardiner, ‘‘son of George,’’ which bounded on land 
already deeded to his brother Henry. On 27 Dec. 1671 and on 
19 May 1671 and 2 Nov. 1673 they deeded land to Nicholas 
Gardiner (Austin, pp. 82, 155; Updike, op. cit.). On 7 Nov. 
1673 George Gardiner (son of George and Herodias) and Tabitha 
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his wife sold land there to Nicholas Gardiner (Austin, p. 81). 
Prior to 1 Dee. 1679, 400 acres of land bought by Samuel Wilbor 
& Co. (i.e. the Pettyquamsecut Purchasers, Wilbor was one of 
the purchasers and the son-in-law of John Porter) of the Narra- 
gansett Sachems was laid out by the Pettyquamseut Purchasers 
to George and ‘‘Ben’’ (i.e. Benoni) Gardiner (Fones Record, pp. 
347; Updike, op. cit.). On 8 April 1692, at a meeting of the 
Pettyquamseut Purchasers, Benoni, George,, William and 
Nicholas Gardner (Gardiner) and John Watson (i.e. husband 
of their sister Dorcas), their brother-in-law, represented them- 
selves as, together with their brother Henry Gardner (Gardiner), 
assigns of John Porter deceased, one of the original purchasers, 
and appointed the said Henry ‘‘to sign the agreement then made 
by the purchasers, in his own and on their behalf’’ (Potter’s 
Hist. of Narragansett, ed. 1835, p. 279). On 17 Nov. 1705 
Benoni Gardiner and wife Mary, Henry Gardiner and wife Joan, 
George Gardiner and wife Tabitha, William Gardiner and wife 
Elizabeth, Nicholas Gardiner and wife Hannah and John Watson 
and wife Rebecea (i.e. Rebecca Gardiner his second wife) sold 
land in Kingstown (South Kingstown) near Point Judith Pond 
to John Potter, the purchase price to be paid Thomas Hicks of 
Flushing (Austin, p. 81). In ‘‘The Gardiners of Narragansett’’ 
by Caroline E. Robinson (at p. 204, inset) there is an old map, 
dated 5 Oct. 1705, showing the contiguous lands of Benoni, 
Henry, William, George and Nicholas Gardiner and John Wat- 
son on the west side of the Pettyquamscut River. 

It is to be observed that the children of George and Herodias 
Gardiner came to Narragansett after her marriage with John 
Porter and as grantees of the said Porter; none of George 
Gardiner’s children by his second wife came to Narragansett. 
Benoni was one of those who went to Narragansett as an assign 
of John Porter, hence there can be no doubt but that Herodias 
was his mother, in which case, as the eldest son of George and 
Herodias, he must have been born between 1643-1645 and prob- 
ably late in 1644 or the first half of 1645, while his brother 
Henry was probably born in 1646-7. 

Not long after his separation from Herodias, George Gardiner 
married Lydia, daughter of Robert Ballou, formerly of Ports- 
mouth, R. I., but then of Boston, Mass., where he died testate in 
1668 (Austin, p. 12). By her he had five children. George 
Gardiner died about 1677, certainly after 22 Oct. 1673, when he 
was a juryman and before 14 June 1678, when Lydia married 
her second husband, William Hawkins of Providence. By him 
she had four more children and died prior to 17 Mareh 1721/2, 
the date of Hawkins’ will. (Austin, p. 318.) 

The children of George and Lydia Gardiner were: 1. Joseph 
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of Newport, R. I., who married on 30 Nov. 1693 Catherine 
Holmes. On 9 Jan. 1690/1, he sold land in Newport to William 
Hawkins of Providence, which had belonged to his father George 
and named his brother Peregrine in the deed. 2. Robert, of 
Providence, died between 17 April 1689 and 28 April 1690, 
leaving a will of which William Hawkins, his step-father, was 
executor. 3. Mary. She gave a receipt to her step-father 
William Hawkins on 30 Nov. 1688 for a legacy due to her under 
the will of her father George Gardiner, and married Archibald 
Walker on 18 July 1690. 4, Lydia, married Joseph Smith of 
Providence on 4 April 1689. 5. Peregrine. An agreement was 
made for his schooling on 11 June 1684 between his step-father, 
William Hawkins, and the Providence schoolmaster, William 
Turpin. (‘‘The Gardiners of Narragansett,’’ by Robinson, pp. 
3, 206-208; Austin, pp. 82, 318.) 

This completes the account of George Gardiner and his family 
and we can now draw some conclusions from it regarding his age. 
With respect to his common-law wife Herodias, this writer many 
years ago made a search for the parish register of St. Faiths’, 
the church under St. Paul’s Cathedral in London, in order to 
find the marriage of John Hicks and Herodias Long, but was 
unsuccessful. The register appears to have been one of those 
which perished in the Great Fire of 1666, but inasmuch as Hicks 
first appears in Weymouth in or about 1637 and as Herodias 
states that they lived there about 2% years before they came 
to Newport in 1640, it seems reasonable to suppose that they 
arrived in Weymouth in the latter half of 1637 or early in 1638, 
and it seems further reasonable to suppose that they were mar- 
ried in 1637 or 1636 at earliest. When she came to Weymouth 
she was between 13 and 14 years old, so she was born somewhere 
between 1623 and 1625 and probably about 1624. As Hicks left 
her between 7: 1 mo: 1644 (7 March 1643/4) and 12 Dec. 1644, 
we may reasonably consider that Benoni, clearly their eldest 
child, was born about 1644-5 (possibly as early as 1643) and 
Henry their second child was born in 1645-7 and probably in 
1646. The children of George by Lydia Ballou were probably 
born at the following approximate dates: Joseph born about 
1666-67 ; Robert, about 1667-8; Mary, about 1670; Lydia, about 
1672; Peregrine, about 1674/5. We note, therefore, that George 
Gardiner’s children were born approximately between 1644 and 
1675, a period of some thirty odd years. 

The following is a brief resumé of the above data. 

George Gardiner first appears in Portsmouth in 1638, nothing 
certain is known about him prior to this. He commenced to live 
with Herodias (Long) Hicks about 1644. She was born about 
1624. He was separated from her in May 1665 and married 
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secondly, about 1665-6 Lydia Ballou. He died about 1677 and 
certainly before 14 June 1678, leaving a will now lost. 


Children of George and Herodias: 


1. Benoni born 1643-45 and about 1644. 
Henry born 1645-7 and about 1646. 
George born about 1649. 

William born about 1652. 

Nicholas born about 1654. 

Doreas born about 1656. 

Rebecca born about 1658. 


George and Lydia had: 


8. Joseph born about 1666-7. 

9. Robert born about 1667-8. 
10. Mary born about 1670. 
11. Lydia born about 1672. 
12, Peregrine born about 1674/5. 


Now while it would, perhaps, be possible for a man born in 
1600 to have a child born as late as 1674, when he was 74 years 
old, it is not probable, and it is still more improbable for a man, 
born in 1600, to have five children born between 1667 and 1674, 
i.e. between the ages of 67 and 74 years. George Gardiner was 
of age in 1638 and so born prior to 1618, but the above con- 
siderations make it most likely that he was born about 1608-9 
to 1615. 

Conclusions. First: While, from the point of view of chro- 
nology it is possible for George Gardiner, son of the Rev. Michael 
Gardiner, to have been identical with George Gardiner of New- 
port, no evidence, beyond the similarity of names, has as yet 
been produced to prove that identification, and in the case of a 
not uncommon name like ‘‘George Gardiner,’’ other evidence 
besides this is required before the identification can be accepted 
as proved. 

Second: As the case stands there is considerable evidence 
tending to refute the identification. There is no evidence that 
George Gardiner of Newport had a wife Sarah, prior to his 
going to live with Herodias. There is no evidence as to the 
subsequent life of Sarah Slaughter, after her marriage in 1630, 
and no evidence of her death either in England or New 
England has been presented. Nothing is known as to George 
Gardiner of Clerkenwell, subsequent to his marriage with Sarah 
Slaughter in 1630. While George Gardiner of Newport might 
have been born as early as 1600, the known facts of his New 
England life render it most unlikely that he was born prior at 
earliest to 1604 or 1605 and it is far more likely that he was born 
between 1608 or 1609 and 1615, and the latter date seems the 
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more probable. Lastly, there is an entry in the parish register 
of St. James’s Clerkenwell that on 29 Oct. 1657, Rebecca, 
daughter of George Gardiner was buried. (Am. Gen., April 
1938, pp. 244, 246.) No attempt is made to show who this 
George Gardiner was and, consequently, the presumption is that 
he may be the same George Gardiner, who in 1630, married 
Sarah Slaughter in this parish. At this time, 1657, our George 
Gardiner had been residing for at least nineteen years on Rhode 
Island. 

Accordingly, until more evidence, both of a positive and nega- 
tive nature, is forthcoming, no critical genealogist can accept the 
identification of George Gardiner, son of the Rev. Michael 
Gardiner, with George Gardiner of Newport, as proved. 

Note: Much stress has sometimes been laid upon the spelling 
of the name with an ‘i,’ Gardiner, instead of Gardner. In view 
of the looseness of 17th century spelling and of the fact that the 
name of George Gardiner’s family appears both ways, although 
Gardiner is the more prevalent, no significance can be attached 
to this. 

Note: In connection with the English origin of that colorful 
and somewhat lurid character, Herodias Long alias Hicks alias 
Gardiner alias Porter, the following item from the Somersetshire 
Wills, Brown, 4th series, p. 58, is worthy of notice. 

Will of John Aysleford 26 Jan. 1638/9, proved 23 Feb. 1638/9, 
names his brothers Anthony and Robert Aysleford, his lands in 
Little Ockenbury, his plantation in Barbados, and leaves a legacy 
of £5 to Odias Long. 

In view of the fact that the given name ‘‘ Herodias,’’ is very 
rare,—this writer cannot recall another instance of its occurrence 
besides this one, for the obvious reason that the biblical lad: 
was not likely to have been held in high esteem among the pious 
English of the seventeenth century,—this mention of Odias Long 
(Herodias Long) would seem a lead for further research.

Iten:. I give to my daughter in law Rebecca Putnam one of 
my feather beds in the parlour chamber and y® tapestry Cover- 
lidd and five pounds household stuffe. 

Item. I give unto Bethiah Hutchinson that now liveth with 
me five pounds in money and the debt which her father Joseph 
Hutchinson oweth unto me being on my book thirteen pounds 
sixteen shillings seven pence to be paid to her by her father 
Joseph Hutchinson. 

Item. I give unto the children of my daughter Mary Potter 
that fourty pounds I disbursed in repaireing of their house at 
Boston to be ordered by my executor out of the rents of that 
house and to be paid to such of the children as my executor 
think fitt. 

Item. I give unto my son Bartholomew Gedney and my 
Grandson Eleazer Gedney and unto their heires my pond of 
salt Marsh lyeing on the south feild side comonly called Emryes 
Marsh to be equally divided into two parts and my son Bar- 
tholomew to take his choice. 

Item. After my funerall charges debts and legacies as afore- 
said are paid I give unto my Grandchildren the children of my 
son Eleazer Gedney decéd one fourth part of my remaining 
estate or the value thereof to be paid to them in equall porcdns 
as they come of age. 

Item. I give unto my daughter Susanna Gedney and unto her 
children she had by my son John Gedney and their heires one 
halfe of the remaineing estate after all the above named 
bequeaths are allowed for out of the whole estate (that is to 
say) the one halfe both of money moveables houses and lands.

Browne, Stephen Sewall Cler. Probated 12 Dec. 1688. 


ADDITIONS AND CORRECTIONS TO AUSTIN’S GENE- 
ALOGICAL DICTIONARY OF RHODE ISLAND

A few additional items are presented herewith. 


ANGELL. Thomas (p. 4, Ist col.) was undoubtedly a near 
relative, but of a younger generation, of William Angell, Citizen 
and Baker of London, whose daughter Catherine married John 
Pemberton, Esq., of St. Alban’s, first cousin of Roger Williams 
(cf. New Eng. Hist. & Gen. Reg. 43:295), which would account 
for his presence in Williams’ family in New England. His wife 
Alice is said to have been Alice Ashton, daughter of John and 
sister of Mary Ashton, wife of Thomas Olney. Alice was bap- 
tized in the Abbey Church at St. Alban’s, Herts, 1 Feb. 1617/18 
(The American Genealogist, 10: 89; Stilwell’s Hist. Gen. Misc., 
III; ex inform. Richard LeBaron Bowen, Esq.). 

ASHTON. James (p. 5, Ist col.) was probably a son of James 
Ashton of St. Alban’s, Herts, and a brother of Mary, wife of 
Thomas Olney and of Alice wife of Thomas Angell (vide Angell 
above). 

He witnessed a memo. of William Arnold to Thomas Olney on 
11 Feb. 1642 (Prov. Town Ree. I, 64). Commissioner, 1650 
(ib. II, 52). 

Add James (2nd col.), who settled in Monmouth Co., N. J., 
and was a Baptist lay preacher and magistrate. Married about 
1670 Deliverance, daughter of John Throckmorton of Providence 
(ef. Throckmorton Genealogy). 


BENNET. Samuel (p. 18, Ist col.) received 19 Feb. 1645 a 
grant of 25 acres in Providence and took an oath of allegiance 
to the Parliament of England (Prov. Town Ree. II, 29). On 
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1 Dec. 1651 he was one of five commissioners to be paid 2/12/4 
for going to Warwick (ib., XV, 48). 


COWLAND. Ralph (p. 58, Ist col.) had land in Portsmouth 
mentioned 10 mo.:1639 (Portsmouth Town Rec., First Bk., 
printed, p. 5). Twenty-five acres were laid out 10 Dec. 1656 to 
Ralph Cowland ‘‘for himself and in lieu of a former grant to 
John Greenman belonging to Sarah Greenman’’ (Portsmouth 
Deed Bk. I, 534). Mrs. Cowland was mentioned 23 Aug. 1659 
(R. I. Col. Ree. I, 426). On 1 Oct. 1661 land ‘‘laid out to Ralph 
Cowland for the use of Sarah Greenman’’ was mentioned (Ports- 
mouth Town Ree. I, 108). Will of Alice Cowland 9 mo. 1664 
mentioned Sarah Greenman but did not call her daughter. On 
21 Nov. 1670, Ralph Cowland for love and affection to ‘‘my 
daughter in law Sarah Green’’ granted her 20 acres next ‘‘ Aspin- 
wall’s Farm’’ and adjoining 5 acres not otherwise specified 
(R. I. Col. Deeds, III, 344). John Green conveyed 20 Feb. 
1721/2 to Giles Slocum land ‘‘that Ralph Cowland gave to Sarah 
Green on 21 Nov. 1670’’ (Portsmouth Deeds, IT, 402). 

Ralph Cowland married Ist, prior to 23 Aug. 1659, Alice 
Shotten ; 2nd, widow Ellen Wait shortly after 14 Dee. 1669 (on 
which date she was made administratrix of her husband Thomas 
Wait’s estate as ‘‘Elen Wait’’—Portsmouth Scrap Bk.) and 
before 13 June 1671 when ‘‘Elen Cowland and Thomas Wait’’ 
[Jr.] were taxed (Portsmouth Tax List). Ellen died before 
21 Jan. 1675/6, when Samuel Wait was made administrator of 
his father’s estate in her place (Portsmouth Scrap Bk.). Cow- 
land married, 3rd, Joan Hide, who died 15 Nov. 1679 (Ports- 
mouth Quaker Records). 

The above suggests that Ralph may have had still another wife 
before Alice Shotten, namely, the widow of John Greenman, 
whose daughter, Sarah Greenman, was ‘‘daugther-in-law’’ of 
Ralph Cowland and who married, prior to 21 Nov. 1670, John 
Green (cf. Austin, p. 87; ex inform. Edward H. West, Esq.). 


GREEN. John of Newport (p. 87, 2nd col.). The John 
Green on whose estate administration was granted to his son 
John, the widow Mary refusing, 3 Oct. 1753, was probably 
another and younger man. This John married prior to 21 Nov. 
1670 Sarah Greenman, apparently a daughter of John Greenman 
and step-daughter to Ralph Cowland (vide Cowland, above). 


MOSHER. John (p. 135, 2nd col.). Delete from his chil- 
dren in the 4th col. 6. Hannah born 13 March 1712. She was 
Hannah Davol wife of John Mosher, Jr. (born 12 March 1703). 
(Ex inform. Mr. Robert R. Phillips of Nassau, N. Y.) 
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PENDLETON. James (p. 149, Ist col.). His father, Bryan 
Pendleton (born about 1599) married at Birmingham, co. War- 
wick, 22 Apr. 1619, Eleanor Price (Par. Reg. St. Martin’s, Bir- 
mingham, 1554-1653, p. 108; The American Genealogist, 10:15). 


PLACE. Enoch (p. 154, 1st col.) may have been a near rela- 
tive of Peter Place of Boston and of Thomas Place of Cambridge 
(ef. Pope’s Pioneers, p. 364). The Dinah Place who died at 
Dorchester on 28:5: 1657 may have been a first wife. He mar- 
ried at Dorchester on 5:9: 1657 Sarah , and the following 
children’s births are recorded there: Enoch, born 18:7: 1658; 
and Peter, born 16: 12: 1660. 


WESTON. Francis (p. 220). His wife Frances probably 
married 2nd, Adam Goodwin, John Pease, of Salem, who went 
to Warwick to warn the Gortonists of the intended attack by 
the Massachusetts soldiers, was called a son-in-law of Francis 
Weston (ex inform. Bradford Swan, Esq., of Providence). 


‘GREENMAN. John (p. 308, 1st col.) was more likely a 
brother than the father of David and Edward. He may have 
had a wife who remarried, as his first wife, Ralph Cowland, and 
a daughter Sarah Greenman, called ‘‘daughter in law’’ by Ralph, 
who married, prior to 21 Nov. 1670, John Green of Newport. 
On 15 Oct. 1643 the five acres of John Greene[man] in Ports- 
mouth were mentioned (Portsmouth Town Rec., Bk. I, printed, 
p. 23). (Ea inform. Edward H. West, Esq.) 


INMAN. Edward (p. 326, Ist col.) received 25 acres in 
Providence and swore allegiance to the Parliament 19 Feb. 1645 
(Providence Ree. II, 30). 


~ REV. NATHANIEL BREWSTER AND 
SIR FRANCIS BREWSTER

In my article on the family of Rev. Nathaniel Brewster, ante, 
vol. 13, pp. 19-20, I suggested that Sir Francis Brewster of 
Dublin, Ireland, may have been a brother of Rev. Nathaniel 
Brewster of Brookhaven, Long Island, and a son of Francis and 
Lucy Brewster of New Haven, Conn: Francis of New Haven

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was a barber-surgeon from the Castle of Bristol, England, who 
had lived at Tralee, Ireland. Rev. Nathaniel is known to have 
visited Dublin, Ireland, during his sojourn in England. Sir 
Francis was a merchant and ship-owner whose ships traded with 
New England; he lost a ship, the John & Lucy, off New London 
in 1671. 

Bearing out this supposition, it has since been learned that 
Sir Francis Brewster had a daughter Lucy, who married the 
Ven. James Bland (died March 1727/8, buried at Killarney), 
who came from Sedbergh, co. York, as Chaplain to Lord Deputy 
Sidney, and founded the branch of the Bland family at Derry- 
quin Castle. He was Arehdeacon of Limerick, 1693-1705, Arch- 
deacon of Aghadoe, 1705-1728, Vicar of Killarney and Kileum- 
min, 1693-1728, Treasurer of Ardfert, 1711-1728, held the 
Rectory of Brosna with the Deanery, and was Vicar of Aglish, 
1700-1728. A daughter Lucy, who died 21 Oct. 1709 in her 
fourteenth year, has a monument in St. Mary’s Church, Killar- 
ney, co. Kerry. The Archdeacon had a son Francis, a grandson 
James, and a great-grandson Francis Bland, who were all Vicars 
of Killarney. 

It also appears that the Ven. James and Lucy (Brewster) 
Bland had a son, Nathaniel Bland, LL.D., Judge of the Pre- 
rogative Court, of Derryquin Castle; that the said Dr. Nathaniel 
Bland had a son Francis, whom he disinherited because he took 
to the stage; and that this Francis Bland, by Grace Phillips, was 
father of Dorothy Bland (born 1762) who attained notoriety 
under her stage name of Dorothea Jordan as the mistress of 
King William IV when he was still Duke of Clarence. She was 
mother of his ten children, who received the name of Fitz- 
Clarence, and her eldest son was created Earl of Munster. 

It will be noticed how well the given names bear out the theory 
that Sir Francis Brewster was son of Francis and Lucy, and 
brother of Rev. Nathaniel. Sir Francis would then name his 
daughter Lucy after his mother; and the daughter, Mrs. Lucy 
_Bland, would then name her son, Dr. Nathaniel Bland, after 

her uncle, Rev. Nathaniel Brewster. Since Mrs. Bland married 
a clergyman, it would have been appropriate for her to name a 
son after the only member of her own family who had a minis- 
terial career. 

A great-great-granddaughter of Ven. James and Lucy (Brew- 
ster) Bland, Mrs. Fanny Diana (Bland) Fuller, was mother of 
James Franklin Fuller, F.S.A., of Dublin, who in 1906 published 
some of the above information in the Journal of the Association 
for the Preservation of the Memorials of the Dead in Ireland, 
vol. 6, pp. 329, 333 ; see also vol. 4, p. 69. O’Hart’s Irish Landed 
Gentry, p. 196, gives a little information about the Bland family, 
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but erroneously states that Rev. James Bland married Lucy, 
daughter of Sir Francis Brereton of Dublin. 

Tralee, where Francis Brewster (father of Rev. Nathaniel and 
probable father of Sir Francis) once lived, is in the northern 
part of County Kerry, not far from County Limerick, and 
Limerick was probably his port of departure when he came to 
New England. Derryquin Castle, the property of the Blands, is 
situated on the northern shore of Kenmare Bay, not far from 
Killarney or Tralee. 


Note: Brewster Family Addenda 


Of the children of Daniel? Brewster (Rev. Nathaniel'), ante, 
Vol. 13, p. 160—Eunice® (No. 3), b. 15 June 1701, m. (1) 1 Jan. 
1721/2, Mr. John Chauncey of Stratford, Conn. [Stratford Land 
Rec. 2: 480], described in the marriage record as ‘‘Mist Eunice 
Bruster of BrookHaven.’’ She m. (2) at Brookhaven, N. Y., 
21 July 1729, David Dayton. The Brewster Dayton family of 
Stratford is probably of this line. 

Light is shed on the children of Amy* Brewster (No. 4; see 
also Vol. 14, pp. 106-108) by the will of Daniel Gould of Middle- 
field, Conn., dated 17 Mar. 1756, proved 5 Apr. 1756, which gave 
to his sister Elizabeth Gould £50 Old Tenor, and to his brother 
Ebenezer Gould ‘‘all Lands in a Town formerly Call’d Bedford 
Now known by the Name of Granvill’’ in the County of Hamp- 
shire, Province of Mass. Bay, he to be executor [Middletown 
Probate Records, 1: 209]. Daniel Gould was obviously named 
for his grandfather, Daniel Brewster, and, since he must have 
been over 21 when he made his will, must have been son of Rev. 
Ebenezer Gould by his first wife, Amy Brewster, who did not 
die until 1739. The brother Ebenezer is the man known to most 
records as Ebenezer Brewster Gould. Since Daniel did not name 
any known child of his father by the second marriage, we infer 
that Daniel, Ebenezer Brewster and Elizabeth were brothers and 
sister of the full blood, and that Amy (Brewster) Gould was 
their mother. 


THE LINE OF JOHN CONCKLYNE OF SOUTHOLD 
AND HUNTINGTON 
By ConKLIN MANN, Esq., of New York, N. Y. 
[Continued from Vol. 21, p. 147] 


1. JoHN ConcKLYNE probably left Salem, Mass., late in April 
1650 with his brother Ananias, Thomas Scudder and others, and 
was in Southold by that May. We know that he was a land 
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--e-Will of Daniel Gould of Middle- 
field, Conn. ..."

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owner in Southold by Jan. 1653, for on that date his property is 
mentioned as abutting on that of Robert Akerly. There are 
several references to Concklyne lands in undated Southold 
records which various writers have assigned to 1651. The first 
direct reference to John Concklyne throws interesting light upon 
his character : 

‘*Southold 8 Oct. 1655 John Conkelyne Jun. aged about 25 
years sworne, deposed as follows, vidlet: This deponent saith 
that Mr. ffrost lately dyceased in the morning of the day that 
he dyed about midnight next following—that he was present and 
in the audience of the said Mr. Frost when he desired John Con- 
ekelyne Senr. this deponents father to send for Thomas Brush, 
that this deponent and he might beare witness to the said Mr. 
Frost’s making his will and disposicon of what estate he had: 
at which the deponents mother was much troubled, and Mr. Frost 
perceavinge of the same said hee should die nen [none] the 
sooner for making his will—yet that morning was neglected : but 
in the afternoone of the same day, the said Thomas Brush come- 
inge into the said Mr. Frosts p’sence accidentally, and this 
deponent being also then present, took occasion of his own accord 
to declare words to this effect following as namely— hee then 
desired this dp. and the said Thomas Brush to bear witness, that 
what estate hee had hee did wholly give the same to the said 
John Conckelyne Senr. in case hee dyed without any after will: 
further saying that the said John Conckelyne Senr. have love- 
ingly received him into his house when he was destitute of shelter 
and caired kindly and respectively to him:— and lastly this 
dept saith that at the time the said Mr. Frost was of sound 
memory. Signed John Conckelyne Jun. 

Deposed the 8 Oct. 1655 before John Budd and Barnabas Wynes 
Senr. Const.”’ 

Thomas Brush made a similar affidavit, 17 May 1656, saying: 
‘‘Mr. Frost lying upon his sick bed did by word of mouth give 
unto John Conckelyne Senr. all his estate weh hee had: and that 
because the said John Conckelyne did curtiously receive him into 
his house when he was destitute.’’ The inventory of Mr. Frost’s 
estate, taken 13:9: 1655, totalled 29:01:00. His nuncupative 
will was proved in the Magistrates Court at New Haven on 
26 May 1656 by the oaths of John Conckelyne, Jr., and Thomas 
Brush. One Benjamin of Southold, having hired two cows of 
Mr. Frost, declined to give them up until ordered to do so by 
the Court. 

The Frost incident, the tone of his letter requesting a marriage 
license for his granddaughter Rebecca Brush, the thoughtful 
bequests in his will and other incidents indicate that John 
Conkelyne was a generous, kindly man. He became an import- 
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ant but not a leading man in both Southold and Huntington. 
He remained Goodman Conckelyne through life and such public 
services as are linked with his name lead to the conclusion that 
men who knew him had great confidence in his sympathetic 
understanding and integrity. 

It is not easy to follow the record of John Concklyne in South- 
old, as many of the entries fail to specify ‘‘senior’’ or ‘‘junior.’’ 
As Capt. John* Concklyne was by far the more aggressive and 
active man, he should be credited with many references often in 
the past associated with his father’s name. John Concklyne was 
living in Southold town spot in 1654. He may have gone to 
Hashamomack (that narrow neck that joins the town spot on 
the northeast) about 1657 when Capt. John? Concklyne married 
Sarah, widow of William Salmon, proprietor of Hashamomack. 
Some time prior to 1660, due probably to his son John’s claim 
to the important Horse Neck (Lloyd’s Neck) lands, he and his 
youngest son Timothy Concklyne removed to Huntington, L. I. 

On 4 Feb. 1660, Huntington townsmen voted ‘‘that Timothy 
Conklin shalle keep both his own home lots and his fathers and 
to lay down all comonig (commonage) and medowe belonging to 
his own hous.’’ Each of these home lots carried a 100-pound 
right in all divisions of commonage and transactions by Timothy 
Conklin 40 years later show he maintained title to both the home 
lots and their accompanying rights. 

On 30 Jan. 1660, John Concklyne was one of four to appraise 
the estate of Edward Tredwell, late of Huntington. His name 
does not appear again in Huntington records until 1673. We 
know that he was back in Southold by 19 Nov. 1661 when the 
town granted John Concklyne, Senr., two lots at Oyster Ponds 
(Orient), also five acres adjoining his Southold land obtained 
by exchange with Thomas Osman. On 20 Apr. 1662, John 
Concklyne, Jr., of Hashamomack, Southold, sold to Richard 
Clark several parcels of land in Southold which he had received 
from his father, John Concklyne. On 29 Mar., that year, the 
two Johns, Senior and Junior, had made a fence agreement with 
a neighbor in Southold. 

The General Assembly at Hartford, Conn., on 9 Oct. 1662 
made Goodman Conclin and John Conclin Junr., both of South- 
old, freemen of Connecticut. John Concklyne and his son Jacob 
witnessed the will of David Carwithy of Southold, 30 Aug. 1665. 
John Concklyne, Sr.,swas unquestionably the John Concklyne who 
paid 15 shillings for a share among the Monmouth, New Jersey, 
Associates in 1667, two of the associates having been associated 
with him in Salem’s glassworks. He, however, apparently was 
never in residence in Monmouth County. The John Concklyne 
from Southold who served on a New York jury at the trial of 
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a suit between the towns of Gravesend and Flatbush on 27 Sept. 
1666, probably, was Captain John* Concklyne, for there are indi- 
cations that by that date he had a ship in Long Island waters 
and was serving as a civil representative of Southold in its rela- 
tions with towns to the westward. 

On 8 Oct. 1649, William Salmon sold Henry Whitney, Edward 
Tredwell and Thomas Benedict, for £30, ‘‘three parts of all his 
upland lying between Toms Creeke so called by the English, and 
Mr. Goodyeares land,’’ reserving for himself one quarter of the 
upland and commonage and the large neck on the bay next to 
Southold long known as Conklin’s Neck. Benedict sold his share 
to Thomas Rider on 27 Feb. 1659; Tredwell, at an unrecovered 
date, transferred his share to Lieut. John Budd. Whitney on 
24 May 1670 assigned his quarter to John Budd, Jr., exempting 
that part he already had sold to Thomas Osman. Budd on the 
same day conveyed that part he had received from Whitney to 
John Conklin Sr. On 26 Mar. 1671, John Conkelyn conveyed 
to his son Jacob Concklyn ‘‘all that my housings, whom lot, with 
the yards, orchards and gardens and all the rest of the accomo- 
dations thereunto belonging lying and being in Hashamomuck 
that is to say, All the upland both erable and woodland with the 
meadow and commonage thereon belonging.’’ 

It has not been generally recognized that this transaction made 
Jacob® Conklin an important landowner in Hashamomack. 
(Unfortunately, Southold Town Records, volume one, index 
Budd’s transfer to John Concklyn as John Concklyne, Jr.) 
This was the elder Concklyne’s last important land transfer. 
Though he continued to hold certain lands until shortly before 
his death, there is nothing to indicate that he ever again main- 
tained a household in either Southold or Huntington, and it 
seems probable that the transfer to his son Jacob took place 
shortly after the death of his wife Elizabeth. Henceforth, he 
divided his time between the two towns, probably living for 
short periods with his various children. He was in Huntington 
- again by 1673 for the tax list of that year has this entry: ‘‘ John 
Seudder (paid to old John Conklin) ’’ and, again, on 6 Oct. 1673, 
after the Dutch had recaptured New York, Huntington named 
Isaac Platt, John Kancklyne, Richard Williams, Joseph Whit- 
man and Epenetus Platt as a committee to petition the Dutch 
not to exact an oath of allegiance from the town but to put it 
on good behavior for one year. 

Huntington on 16 Jan. 1676 empowered the constable and 
overseers together with Goodman Concklin, Isaac Platt and 
Jonas Wood Senr., to give to Mr. Eliphalet Jones an invitation 
‘‘to dispense the word of God.’’ The overseers of Southold on 
19 Feb. 1681 mentioned land which ‘‘Capt. John Youngs hath 
resigned unto John Concklyne Senr. of Huntington in satisfac- 
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tion of a grant formerly made to said Conckline for which he 
sued this towne the last Court of Sessions.’’ The land in ques- 
tion lay at Oyster Ponds. 

John Conckline of Southold on 9 June 1683 sold to Richard 
Browne Jr., for 70 pounds, ‘‘my second lot of land lying in the 
lower Oyster Pond Neck (Greenport).’’ Description of the 
property indicates that it belonged to John Concklyne Sr. On 
6 July 1683, he granted ‘‘unto John Concklyne Junr., my eldest 
son, all lands, ete., given and granted unto me when I was an 
inhabitant of Salem in New England.’’ He personally acknowl- 
edged the deed of 6 July at Southold that same day, and six 
days later, on 12 July, ‘‘ John Concklyne Senr., of Huntington 
‘ste eaeanali have given unto his son Jacob Conckline of Hasha- 
momack all that his lands lying in Oyster Pond Uper Neck.’’ 
Unfortunately, neither John Concklyne Senior nor Junior ever 
put on Southold town records descriptions of their holdings. 
The elder Concklyne’s original home lot at Southold town spot 
lay between the lots of Capt. John Underhill, one of the most 
strenuous, interesting and human of all the Puritan fathers, and 
of William Wells. Opposite it stood the home of the Rev. John 
Youngs, spiritual and political leader of the town. When John 
Concklyne’s undated will was offered to the Court at Southamp- 
ton, 18, 19 and 20 Mar. 1683/84, it was stated that he had died 
23 Feb. 1683/84. The will is short and direct and is reported 
in the Old Sessions Book of Suffolk County. 

**T John Conklin being in my right understanding and perfect 
memory do bequeath my soul to God and my body to ye earth 
and my goods as followeth: viz to my son John I doo give ten 
shillings and to my son Timothy I doo give fifteen pounds, out 
of that which I was to receive for my land which my son John 
sold for me at Oyster Ponds. Also I doo further by these 
presents convey all my meadow lying in ye Oyster Ponds neck 
unto my son Jacob Conklin, to him and his heirs forever, he 
paying Mr. Sylvester four pounds and ten shillings. Also I do 
give to Walter Noakes three pounds and all my wearing cloathes 
except my best coat. Also I do give unto my grandchild Rebecca 
Hubert one horse or mare. Also I doo give unto Mr. Eliphalet 
Jones twenty shillings and I doo make my daughter Elizabeth 
Wood my whole and sole executor. (Signed) John Conklin.’’ 

There is a flavor about much writing connected with John 
Concklyne that leads to the conclusion that he was the author 
in speech or written word of many of the papers concerning him. 
When his granddaughter Rebecca Brush and Jeremiah Hubbard 
of Huntington applied for a marriage license on 23 Jan. 1682, 
‘‘John Conkelyne Senyior’’ wrote in his letter to Mr. West, 
clerk, ‘‘I prey sur send them without feyle and I will sartisfie 
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you well for it I have no money at present but you shall be sure 
of it John Conkleyne rebeka brushs grandfather deth his free 
consent to the mache.’’ On the outside is written ‘‘This for 
Mr. West of New Yorke I pray deliver with care.’’ 

On 1 June 1675, John Conckling is reported as ‘‘ voluntarily 
is consent to be overseer’’ of the minor children of Thomas Brush 
(his grandchildren). 


Children of John Conckelyne and Elizabeth Allseabrook:

JACOCKS FAMILY—CHAMPION 
By H. Cuirrorp Campion, Jr., of Swarthmore, Pa. 


In the American Genealogist, Vol. XX, No. 1, July, 1943, on 
Thomas Champion of Hempstead, in footnote on page 44 relative 
to Jacocks, the Jacocks burial records from the Stratford-on- 
Avon Parish Register seem to have been omitted, and are as 


follows: 
June 27, 1618, buried, Simon fili 
ffrancisci Jecockes 
July 27, 1632, buried, infans 
ffrancisci Jeacokes 
May 6, 1634, buried, Hugo filius 
ffrancisci Jiccokes 


This seems to indicate that he may have had other children who 
were not baptised in this parish. 

When the town of Hempstead granted Thomas Champion on 
January 16, 1672/3 additional lands adjacent to his father, it 
undoubtedly meant his father-in-law, Francis Jacocks. His wife 
was called Goody Champion at an early period in these town 
records. There is no mention of Thomas Champion, Jr. in these 
records ; there was but one Thomas and he was dead before Feb- 
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ruary 15, 1682/3 when his widow Frances sold land at Rockaway 
to Jonathan Smith, Jr. (Under the then English Law of Inheri- 
tance, the eldest son inherited all his father’s lands if the father 
died without a will, but if the father died with a will and leaving 
property not specifically devised in the will, the land auto- 
matically went to the eldest son.) Consequently, John Champion 
as heir-at-law of Thomas gave his release confirming same on 
January 2, 1687/8, proving that Frances, the widow, was his 
mother and Thomas his father. This confirmation does not 
prove the widow was dead, although she may have been. Hence, 
we must conclude that Thomas Champion’s wife was Frances 
daughter of Francis Jacocks, Sr. 

Francis Jacocks disposed of his land to his son-in-law Thomas 
Champion on February 20, 1672/3 (Hempstead Town Records, 
Vol. I, Page 212), and probably made his home with his daughter 
until he died—of which date we have no record. 

Therefore, we might reconstruct the family as follows: 

Francis Jacocks! Sr., married ————; died after January 16, 
1672; had the following children : 


1. Thomas Jacocks’, baptised 20 March 1619; died at Passayunk 
(later Philadelphia County, Penna.) before September 11, 1677, 
leaving a widow Ruth to survive him. (Printed Records Upland 
Court, Page 54.) Called brother-in-law of Robert Ashman. 
(Hempstead Town Records, Vol. I.) 

2. William Jacocks’, baptised August 12, 1627; settled in Hempstead 
1657 and died there before December 14, 1694, when David makes 
a deed and calls himself, ‘‘son of William deceased.’’ 

3. Frances Jacocks*, married Thomas Champion, Sr. about 1640, died 
in Hempstead, L. I., after her husband. 


Tuomas Jacocks* (Francis), had the following issue: 


1. Thomas Jacocks, Jr.*, married Mary ( ), (Phila. Deeds, 
Exemp. Book 8, Page 438); was co-patentee with his father in 
1000 acre grant, 1667 at Passayunk (afterwards Philadelphia 
County, Penna.) ; sold out his land there September 11, 1677, and 
removed. He is probably the Thomas Jacocks who died at New 
River, North Carolina, 1692 (Grimes Early North Carolina 
Wills), being survived by a second wife Ann. (N. C. Historical 
and Genealogical Register, Vol. I.) 

2. Joshua Jacocks*, was co-patentee with his father and brother but 
returned to Hempstead before July 27, 1678, when he, as of 
Hempstead, through his attorney Wiliiam Osborne of Long 
Island, sold his lands in Philadelphia. (Phila. Deeds, Exemp. 
Book 8, Page 449.) He also with his brothers Francis and 
William and his sister Ruth, joined in a deed selling some of 
his father’s lands October 20, 1687. He married a daughter of 
Richard Ellison of Hempstead (Queens County Wills). Had at 
least one son Thomas Jacocks‘, then of Cape May County, who 
on January 7, 1700 sold lands in Hempstead. He was in Hemp- 
stead for a time after 1707. He is probably the same Thomas 
who married Abigail Hall of Stratfield and lived there for a 
time. Had five children baptised in Stratfield between 1706 and 
1716. 
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3. Francis Jacocks*, of whom nothing further has been learned. May 
have been an ancestor of those of the name who lived in Virginia 
at a later date. 

4. William Jacocks*, born 1656 (Cape May County Court Records—by 
his own deposition says he was 42 years of age October 11, 
1698): was living a single person at Oppoquenemen (East 
Shore) November 9, 1677 (New Castle Court Records, Tithable 
persons); was back in the jurisdiction of the Upland Court, 
Pennsylvania, 8 March, 1681 when he was granted 200 acres of 
land. He had a grant of land surveyed to him in Cape May 
County, New Jersey, the 16th day of July 1689 by John Worlidge 
by order of Mr. James Budd, agent to Daniel Coxe, for 340 acres 
on the seaside between Randel Hewitt and a point athwart Cape 
Island, (Secretary of State’s Office, Trenton, N. J., Revell’s Sur- 
veys, Page 16); got a confirming deed by agent of the West 
Jersey Society for the same 22 April 1695 (Liber B, Part 2 
Page 458, Sec. of State, Trenton, N. J.) ; sold same 13 May 1699 
to Thomas Hand, Sr.; he was still living 12 month 1708 when 
he appeared in person before Edward Shippen, Griffith Owen 
and James Logan, Penn’s Commissioners for granting property, 
and claimed the right to the grant that the Upland Court made 
many years before,—a note follows the records of these Com- 
missioners that this land ‘‘ has never yet been seated by Jacocks, 
he having almost ever since lived near the Morris River in Jersey 
at ( ) Island; there are no quit rents paid.’’ (Penna. 
Archives, 2nd Series, Vol. XIX, Page 496.) Aaron Leaming in 
his Journal says, ‘‘that William Jacocks lived on Stimpson’s 
Island’’ (which is at or near the mouth of the Morris River). 
‘¢Jonathan and Ebenezer Swain married his two daughters.’’ 
He was a ‘‘wheelwright’’ by trade as shown in Philadelphia 
Deeds, Exemp. Book 8, Page 156. He died shortly after his 
appearance in 1708 because his widow Sara (maiden name 
unknown) married, as his third wife, William Mason of Cape 
May County and dated her will, 16th day of February 1714/15, 
from which we learn the names of his children which were as 
follows: 

1. Ruth Jacocks‘, married Jonathan Swain, who was born 
December 23, 1685; moved to Cape Fear, North Caro- 
lina, where he died; was a son of Richard Swain. 

Mary Jacocks‘, married Ebenezer Swain, son of Richard 

Swain, born 1689; died in Cape May County, N. J., 
May 1756, leaving a will. 
Joshua J acocks*, of whom we know nothing further. 
James Jacocks*, died a bachelor, in Cape May County, 
N. J., between the 18th and 21st of July 1732, the dates 
of his will and inventory. 
5. Ruth Jacocks*, of whom nothing further is known.

BRADBURY. In an article ‘‘The Bradbury Family,’’ ante, 
vol. 19, p. 42, the date of death of Capt. Jacob Bradbury’s wife, 
Abigail (Cole), could not be placed more definitely than ‘‘ proba- 
bly in Limerick, Me., after 1790.’’ Jencks’s Portland Gazette 
of August 3, 1801, carried the following notice: ‘‘Died—At 
Limerick, Mrs. Abigail Bradbury, 67, wife of Deacon Jacob 
Bradbury. She was mother of twenty children, the greater part 


of whom are yet living.’’

p. 110, it was stated that Ruth Center who died in Biddeford, 
Me., in 1721, was undoubtedly wife of John? Center, and that 
Patience who died in 1723 was either a second wife or a daugh- 
ter. Their gravestones in the old yard on Rendezvous Point, 
near the Ferry Road, Saco, Me., give an answer.

[May 7 is 
correct, not March 7.]} 

Here Lyes y® Body of M**. Patience Center Wife of M*. John

LANDON. The Register of the Surrogate’s Court, Brockville, 
Ontario, Vol. A, p. 12, contains a Connecticut will, that of Abnor 
Landon, millwright, dated 27 Dec. 1794. Calling himself of 
Litchfield in the State of Conn., he gave to wife Eunice a third 
of all lands, buildings and mills in Conn. during her life, also 
the best horse with a saddle and bridle. To son James Landon, 
all lands and buildings in the Province of Upper Canada, a 
third of an interest in a grist mill at Blue Swamp in Litchfield, 
all wearing apparel except my great coat and two pair of stock- 
ings, and also my smallest bay horse which is now in Upper 
Canada, he to pay all my debts in Upper Canada. To son 
Remembrance Landon, land and buildings in Litchfield, etc. 
To daughter Lidea Smith, a third interest in grist mill at Blue 
Swamp, and the other third to daughter Mehetebel Harrison. 
Mr. Samuel Adams of Upper Canada and Mr. Thos Stone of 
Litchfield, Exec’rs. Witnesses: Justus Sherwood, Thos. Petters, 
John Burke; the two last named made oath 1 Mar. 1795. [See 
Woodruff’s Residents in Litchfield, p. 128.]

THREE RUTH LOOMISES AND THEIR MARRIAGES 


By Donatp Lines Jacosus, M.A., of New Haven, Conn. 


Bolton, Conn., Vital Records (printed, p. 13) contain the mar- 
riage of Ebenezer Darte of Bolton on 16 June 1726 to Ruth 
Loomis of Windsor. Bolton Church records contain the admission 
of Ebenezer Darte in 1725 from New London, also that of Rebecca 
Darte, who was his first wife, and on 30 March 1729 that of Mary 
Darte, who was his sister. Also, on 7 Dec. 1729, the marriage of 
Mary Darte to Tho* Loomis. [New England Hist. and Gen. 
Register, 52 :419, 420.] 

Ebenezer Dart was a young widower, and although Ruth 
Loomis could have been a young widow, she is not so described. 
The marriage probably occurred in the bride’s home, Windsor, 
as it is not entered in the Bolton Church records, but was 
entered in the town records because Ebenezer resided in Bolton. 

The account of the Dart family in The New York Gen. and 
Biog. Record (58:32) gives the marriage but does not identify 
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Ruth Loomis. She is not identified in the old Loomis Genealogy 
(1875). No Ruth who married Ebenezer Dart is given in 
Descendants of Joseph Loomis (1908), by Elisha &. Loomis. 
The latter, on page 137, contains the record of the family of 
Thomas Loomis, born at Windsor, 17 March 1655/6, died at 
East Windsor, 19 April 1746, married 17 Dec. 1682, Hannah 
Porter, born 1 Jan. 1662/3, died 1 Jan. 1739/40. Of their nine 
children, the record of two is stated substantially thus: 
Thomas, b. 16 March 1687/8, d. 12 Jan. 1770; res. Bolton; m. (1) 
Sarah , who d. at Bolton, 10 May 1726; m. (2) Mary. Darte 
of Bolton, who d. 6 Sept. 1761 ae. 65. 
Ruth, b. 27 Dec. 1698; m. (1) 1726 Peter Mills of East Windsor and 
had 5 children; m. (2) 1 Nov. 1728(?) Robert Barnard. 


Now it must be pointed out that this Ruth Loomis, daughter 
of Thomas and Hannah (Porter) Loomis, was the same age as 
Ebenezer Dart. Her brother Thomas Loomis, eleven years older 
than herself, settled early in Bolton, and she could have met 
Ebenezer Dart while visiting in Bolton at her brother’s home. 
Furthermore, after the brother lost his wife, three years after 
Ruth Loomis had married Ebenezer Dart, Thomas Loomis mar- 
ried Mary Dart. Ebenezer’s next older sister was Mary Dart, 
born at New London, 13 Nov. 1695. She was thus seven years 
younger than Thomas Loomis and suitable in age for his second 
wife. Mary wife of Thomas Loomis died 6 Sept. 1761 aged 65, 
which agrees with the birth date of this Mary Dart. And what 
is more likely than that Thomas Loomis, left a widower, married 
the sister of his own sister Ruth’s husband ? 

For these reasons the writer believes that the Loomis Gene- 
alogy errs in its account of this Ruth Loomis, and that it was 
she who married Ebenezer Dart. The dates, locality, and family 
connections point to it. Also, the first three children of Ebenezer 
and Ruth were named Rebecca (a compliment to Ebenezer’s 
deceased first wife), Ruth (for Ruth herself) and Hannah 
(which could be for Ruth Loomis’s mother). 

What Ruth Loomis then contracted the marriages attributed 
to this Ruth? Stiles’s History of Ancient Windsor, (2:496), 
under the Mills family, states that Peter Mills married 1 Feb. 
1726, Ruth Loomis, described as probably daughter of Thomas 
and. Hannah (Porter) Loomis. Clearly, this was only a guess. 
Under the Loomis family, Stiles states that Ruth daughter of 
Thomas Loomis married 1 Nov. 1728, Robert Barnard, but this 
is placed in brackets to indicate that it was taken from the old 
Loomis Genealogy (1875). 

Manwaring’s Digest of Early Hartford Probate (3:510) con- 
tains the will of Jonathan Brown of Windsor, which names his 
wife Mindwell [born Mindwell, Loomis] and several children, 
one of whom was ‘‘my dafter, Ruth Barnard’’; and Robert 
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No chiidren have ever been proved for this marriage, 
but there can be no doubt they were purents of 

Ruth Loomis, born say 1704-5, who married 1 Feb. 
1726 Peter Mills. 


Correction in this magazine, v.2l,p.274. 
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Barnett [i.e. Barnard, her husband] contested the will, which 
was dated 2 June 1743 and proved 6 Oct. 1747. Jonathan 
Brown’s daughter Ruth was born 1701, which makes her suitable 
as the second wife of Robert Barnard. The will proves that she 
was, so the only question is why she was called Ruth Loomis in 
the marriage record to Barnard. There are three possible 
explanations: (1) She married first a Loomis and was a young 
widow. (2) The name Brown may have been misread Loomis, 
though that does not seem very likely. (3) The recorder, know- 
ing her mother, who was born a Loomis, may have had that 
name in mind and may have written it inadvertently instead of 
Brown. In any event, it was not the daughter of Thomas Loomis 
who married Robert Barnard. 

It is obvious that the Loomis Genealogy (1908) erred in mak- 
ing the same Ruth Loomis marry both Peter Mills and Robert 
Barnard, since the marriage dates were some two years apart 
and Mrs. Ruth Mills had several children. But what Ruth did 
marry Peter Mills? It should be noted that Peter and Ruth 
(Loomis) Mills named a son Stone and another Augustus. One 
of the daughters of Rev. Samuel Stone of Hartford, Mary Stone, 
married Captain Joseph Fitch of Windsor. Augustus, a not 
very common name, was used in this branch of the Fitch family, 
an account of which appeared in THE AMERICAN GENEALOGIST, 
14 :87-96, 172-182. It is there shown that Capt. Joseph and Mary 
(Stone) Fitch had a daughter Ann Fitch who married, 6 Jan. 
1703, Benjamin Loomis. No children have ever been proved for 
this marriage, but there can be no doubt they were parents of 
aged Capt. Joseph Fitch in 1727 by Benjamin Loomis, Peter 
Mills. She named her son Stone Mills for her grandmother 
Fitch. Furthermore, when action was taken on the estate of the 
aged Capt. Joseph Fitch in 1727 by Benjamin Loomis, Peter 
Mills, Jr., was appointed administrator. That must have been 
because Mills was husband of Ruth Loomis, granddaughter of 
Captain Fitch. 

Benjamin Loomis of Windsor conveyed, 19 Nov. 1742, to Peter 
Mills, Jr., of the same [Land Ree. Windsor, 7:248]. Ruth was 
still living in 1754, for on 16 Nov. 1754 Peter Mills, Jr., and 
Ruth Mills and Stone Mills, of Windsor, gave a conveyance to 
Abiel Abbot, Jr. [ib., 11:143]. 

The following conclusions, while not absolutely proved, seem 
to the writer extremely probable: 

1. Ruth Loomis, born 27 Dec. 1698, daughter of Thomas and 
Hannah (Porter) Loomis, married 16 June 1726, Ebenezer Dart. 

2. Ruth Loomis, daughter of Benjamin and Ann (Fitch) 
Loomis, married 1 Feb. 1726, Peter Mills, Jr. 

3. Ruth ( ?Loomis), wife of Robert Barnard, was daughter of 
Jonathan Brown.
